G.S.R. 890(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 
1884), the Central Government hereby exempts M/s. Nathpa 
Jhakri Joint Venture, P.O. Box 2, Rampur Busher-172081 
(H. P.) from the operation of the provisions of sub-rule (2) 
of rule 31 of the Explosives Rules, 1983, for import of non¬ 
electric detonators bearing Division 1.4 from Sweden by air 
for use in Nathpa Jhakri Hydro-electric Project, subject to 
the following conditions, namely : 

(1) necessary clearance are obtained from the Director 
General Civil Aviation and International Airport 
Authority of India and conditions, if any, imposed 
by the above two authorities shall be strictly com¬ 
plied with. 


(2) the non-electric detonators manufactured by M/s. 
Nitro Nobel (Dyno Explosives Group), Dyno con¬ 
forming to Division 1.4 only shall be imported; 

(3) the relevant provisions relating to tho possession, 
transport, use and import of explosives, as contained 
in the Explosives Rules, 1983, except sub-rule (2) 
of Rule 31, shall be strictly complied with; 

(4) adequate number of explosive vans licensed under 
the Explosives Rules, 1983, shall be kept ready at 
the airport so that the detonators (non-electric) can 
be removed, from the aircraft after its landing, ex¬ 
peditiously; 

(J) the aircraft shall be parked at r remote place at 
the airport and an area of at least 500 metres around 
the aircraft and explosives van shall be cordoned 
off by providing adequate number of security guards 
in consultation with the Director General of Civil 
Aviation before the transfer of detonators (non-elec¬ 
tric) from aircraft to van is started. The arrange¬ 
ment shall continue till the transfer Is completed 
and the van duly locked leaves the site. No' smok¬ 
ing or use of naked light shall be permitted within 
the cordoned area; and 

(6) the vans carrying detonators (non-electric) shall pro¬ 
ceed to the storage magazines licensed under the 
Explosives Rules, 1983, and no undue delay shall bo 
made on the way and all relevant rules and local 
regulations shall be observed during the transport.
